1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14.

The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest forming a piezoelectric ceramic 
thick film on a substrate comprising mixing liquid phase precursors of Li20 and Bi20 metal 
oxide to form a Li-Bi solution and mixing a suspension of piezoelectric ceramic powder to form 
a liquid mixture.
